Oppenheimer said the teach­ 
ers agreed on a rotating sched­ 
ule for cafeteria and playground 
duty and that it was approved 
by him. 
The principal said he and Mrs. 
Singleton disagreed as to what 
hildren were to be placed in 
various “ reading levels.” 
Oppenheimer said that Mrs. 
Singleton told him her judgm ent 
was as good as his and that of 
Mrs. M argaret Smith, a reading 
consultant in the county at that 
time.

She testified that after evaluat­ 
ing the reading skill of 17 of 
Mrs. Singleton’s pupils*, she rec­ 
om m ended that most of them be 
dropped one level below their 
present level. 
Both Oppenheimer and Mrs

Questioned by Gaskins. Oppen 
hoi m er s*aid he couldn’t rem em 
ber what efficiency rating he 
had given Mrs. Singleton in the 
two school years before the 1960 
61 year — when the trouble 
began.
